Weekly  Summary  August  1st  - August  5th,  2016 


The  CD1 3 team  outreached  a total  of  1 8 hours  and  spent  7 hours  reviewing  and  completing  paperwork.  Below  is  our  weekly 
summary,  please  review. 


This  week,  we  worked  with  approximately  10  people,  and  Case  Conferenced  regarding  3 people  to  prioritize 
services. 

♦>  Of  these,  0 of  the  1 0 contacts  were  new  contacts.  We  saw  several  individuals  multiple  times. 

v 1 Client  was  approved  for  an  apartment!  Client  is  currently  waiting  for  the  inspection  process. 

* 1 client  i has  now  been  approved  for  a housing  voucher,  however  will  not  obtain  the  voucher  until  the  team 
can  assist  with  problem-solving  her  social  security  name  linkage. 

* 3 clients  currently  have  housing  vouchers  and  are  in  the  process  of  searching  for  homes:  1 has  filed/received  a 
voucher  extension,  while  the  other  2 are  still  currently  searching  for  apartments. 

* °ur  most  vulnerable  seniors  have  returned  to  the  streets  due  to  lack  of  funding  for  the  motel.  and  are 
seniors  with  multiple  disabilities.  is  a Veteran  and  is  also  working  with  the  SSVF  program.  is  completely 
blind,  has  paralysis  on  the  left  side  of  her  body,  is  unable  to  walk,  and  has  Parkinson’s.  We  are  working  with 
multiple  agencies  to  obtain  emergency  housing  with  care  components  and  hope  to  get  these  individuals  off  the 
streets  as  soon  as  possible. 


Special  notes  and  requests 


• The  team  transported  one  individual  to  his  doctor  in  Van  Nuys  twice  this  week  - documentation 
needed  to  complete  housing  application. 

• Problem-solved  a possible  discharged  with  PATH  interim  housing  staff  - CD1 3 client  was  re-admit  into 
PATH  RHC  Shelter. 

• Referred  2 clients  to  the  Rapid  Rehousing  program.
